AENEAS AND DORCAS.

GOLDEN TEXT-In all thing« showing

Step by step the Gospel can be 
traced, spreading itself, but "begin- 
ning at Jerusalem." 
Paul's conver- 
sion is one of the greatest evidences 
of Christianity. The two miracles of 
today's lesson are additional evidence 
that it is of God. 


I. At Lydda (vs. 32-35). 
Caligula, 
emperor of Rome in A. D. 39, ordered 
his statue to be erected in Jerusalem 
that he might be worshiped as a god 
there as elsewhere. The excitement 
and conflict which arose in opposition 
to this sacrilege lasted for two years, 
during which time Christian persecu- 
tions ceased. 
Following Saul's visit

32) literally "holy ones," converted 
disciples of Christ, not ones of spe- 
cial honor, for all who are members 
of the body of Christ, are "saints" 
(Phil. 1:1). Here also, dwelt Aeneas, 
"a certain man." possibly not a believ- 
er, but having great need (v. 26:3:2; 
30:1, 14:8; 9:10), and of years stand 
Ing (v. 83). Notice Luke, the physi- 
cian's careful record. Peter must have 
seen many such, yet this man is one 
Peter "found": he v;as evidently look- 
ing for him. Peter's pity was not sen- 
timental but practical and his words 
jTowerful, for back of them was the 
'Living and Powerful 
Christ. 
He 
knew who could work a cure. The 
long weariness is to be relieved. Yet 
those days of illness gave time for 
meditation and probably prepared the 
man's heart to respond in faith to 
Peter's words. Peter does not attract 
aiientioT^ to himself, but rather to 
Jesus. His was but to be the instru- 
ment of the cure. The healing was a 
means to an end. for Avhen those who 
dwelt in Lydda and Sharon (v. 3',) 
hfcard of the mir^icle, or saw this 
hfinled man. It was to them a demon- 
stration of th.G power of the risen 
Christ, and they "turnod to the Lord" 
(v, 3-5). There is ro comparing Peter 
•with modern "hoaler.s." Peter's words 
and actions were a living demonstra- 
tion, not for profit, of tho power of 
Jesus in his life and tostimony.

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The Republican State 
Convention. 


The work of the republican state convelition, both as to platform 
and as to nominees, will doubtless be for the most part highly satis- 
factory to void's of that political faith. The intervention of the state- 
wide primary law had, of course, robbed the gathering of much of the 
interest held by previous state conventions for the reason that the 
voters themselves had already settled things as regards some of the 
more important offices about which feverish heat raged in former 
years. 
The governorship place was settled absolutely and the sen- 
atorships practically so. Mr. New had a clear plurality for the place 
he sought, and the success of the party leaders in quelling other as- 
pirants who for a time threatened to contest the second nomination 
Avith Mr. Watson conduced infinitely to harmony and averted a fight 
that would have been a strenuous affair. It was noteworthy, too, that 
Mr. Watson was manifestly a favoi^ite with the delegates, who gave 
him in convention a much more tremendous ovation than the rank 
and file of his party accorded him at the polls. In placating both Mr. 
Watson and his friends by the bestowal of the second senatorial nom- 
ination by acclamation, the i^epublicans displayed excellent political 
judgment. 


Locally there will be much regret and perhaps a good deal of bit- 
terness over the defeat of E. V. Harris, of Fort Wayne, for the attor- 
ney generalship. 
This is an eventuality, however, that can scarcely 
be charged to Indiana republicans as a whole, for it Avas a purely 
local affair and due to Mr. Haris' enemies in his home county. 
Un- 
able to present a solid Alen county delegation suporting him, Mr. 
Harris' chances were queered at the outset. 
The break made it im- 
possible to go before the convention in winning form, and he quickly 
saw the handwriting on the Avail. What Avill be the aftermath of the 
fight made on J\Ir. Harris by Fort Wayne republicans remains to be 
seen. It is fraught Avith infinite possibilities. 


Tile ticket, aside from its leaders, is made up of men Avho doubt- 
less are capable, though not Avidely known. If there are any world- 
beaters among them, the fact yet remains to be brought out. It Avill 
command, perhaps, ordinary party support, but it presents no ele- 
ments that Avill be unusually attractive to members of other parties. 


The platform Avas plainly designed to be safely conservative. 
It 
was clearly the plan of its framers to avoid "rocking the boat," and 
they succeeded. There is, of course, the usual denunciation of dem- 
ocratic party principles and party performanSe, the reiteration of the 
protective tariff stand, and about the usual category of party gen- 
eralities one always expects to see in a political platform. A step in 
advance Avas taken in the declaration for improved forms of city 
government, and the endorsement of Mr. Fairbanks for the republi- 
can presidential nomination Avas admirably done. 
It will be noted 
with pain and disappointment in many quarters that the platform is 
studiously silent in reference to the liquor question and the question 
»f woman suffrage, both of Avhich are vital enough to have demanded 
: a pronouncement of party attitude regarding them, and the failure to 
make it Avill be duly noted by- the voters.

PROGRESS. OF ¿INCOLN HIGHWAY 


Rather an unusual situation has developed at Lafayette where 
many citizens are opposing a proposed reduction in water rates, con- 
tending that the present rate should be maintained and the surplus 
income from the waterworks department should be utilized in pay- 
ing off a bonded indebtedness of some $250,000 against the system, 
which has been in existence for some forty years. A little reflection, 
too, will convince one that there is a good deal of sane judgment in 
that position, unless Lafayette particularly enjoys the exercise one 
gets in paying interest on indebtedness. 


(Indianapolis Star). 
The original mileage of the Lincoln 
transcontinental highway, as decided on 
by the highway association after sev- 
eral months' gtudy of routes, was about 
3i,484 miles. 
The route of 100 per cent, 
efficiency between New York and San 
Francisco—that is, the direct line «is 
the bird flies—would 
be about 2,800 
niles, but this, of course, because -of 
the character ^of the country, is nor 
possible. 


The constant efTort has been, how- 
ever. in laying out the highway, to 
shorten it as much as possible, even 
the straightening of a line that would 
ut off half a dozen niiles being under- 
taken Avhenever • opportunity permits. 
The result has been so far a reduction 
of nearlv 200 miles, making the. length 
of the road now 3,300 miles.

shortening was possible across Penn- 
tylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. In 
Iowa a few turns have been eliminated, 
but in Nebraska it has been possible to

Pacific Railway 
company. 
Among the mountainous states, 
with 
intersections of desert and a sparse pop- 
ulation, the problem is different and 
difficult, but the higliway 
association 
has sought the friendly aid of local au-^ 
thorities everywhere and this complex' 
stretch of country will eventually iiave 
as well built a part of the road as any 
other.

Tliere were more last 
year, under 
excellent 
business condi- 
tions. than the year before when the 
sudden outbreak of the European " war 
enveloped the country in industrial de- 
pression. 


In 
1910, 
the 
mercantile 
agencies 
chronicled 9,428 failures. 
Through the 
good years and bad which have fol* 
lowed, these - figures have constantly 
grown. At the present rate of increase, 
it will take less than ten years for the 
figures of 1910 to double themselves. 


Clearly, there is no direct relationship 
between general business conditions and 
business mortality. 
The cause of the 
failures must be sought in the eatau- 
lishments of those who fail, 
not 
in 
trade reports and the quotations 
on 
money. 
Stanley 
Dennis, an editor 
of the magazine System, says that one 
trouble with many business men is that 
they don't know hoAv to diagnose their 
troubles. 
They trust to luck and mir- 
acles to pull them out of the hole, when 
they should be making a painstakinj/ 
study of their business.

"As tho law now stands, a man can 
take a live-pound note to tlie Bank of 
England and demand sovereigns for it. 
He can then take the gold coins to his» 
factory, melt them down, mix the goid 
with certain other nletals, and make the 
jewelry. 
Tho mere squandering of tho 
munition workers' money 
in this way, 
in a time of national stress when the 
surplus is needed for silver bullets a;id 
for a support for the worker and his 
family in possible days of need to come, 
is a bad thing. 
' "There is another serious side to it. 
The state spiends money in converting 
bar gold into sovereigns, and anybody 
can go along and get the sovereigns and 
melt them again. 
Also, if a man wants 


to take golden sovereigns to Germany 
he cannot tlo so, as there is an embargo 
against taking sovereigns out of 
this 
country. 
There is no regulation, how- 
ever, against his taking gold in other 
forms. 


"Tlidi-efore, if a man wants to sup- 
ply Germany with -British gold he can 
lake notes to the Bank of England, get 
sovereigns for them, melt them down, 
and take the gold say, to Holland and 
then, get it into Germany. 
As our gold 
reserve, in comparison with that of Ger- 
many is ¿o small, it becomes a serious 
matter to allow this golden drain."

Trapshooting has taken its place along- 
side the public bathing beach and a"uto- 
mobiling as a pastime which 
threatens 
to play 
havoc with 
the attendance 
at 
baseball games this season. From a minor 
sport the target game has arisen until 
now $38,000,000 is spent annually by de- 
votees, 
according 
to statistics just 
re- 
leased. 


There are 500,000 active trapshooters in 
the country today. 


Statistics also show there are in the 
United States at 
the present time 
ap- 
T>roximately 3,000 registered clubs. 
The 
total outlay for clubhouses, grounds, au- 
tomatic 
traps and other devise is 
|3,- 
000,000. 


In assembling his 
kit, 
consisting of 
guns, gun cases, glasses, cleaning rods, 
shooting jackets and other trap clothing, 
each enthuriast is put to an expense of 
about 150, which means the

Washington, D. C.,'April 7.—As the 
result of a serious case of mushro<jm 
poisoning in a mushroom grower's fam- 
ily recently, the mushroom specialists 
of the U. S. department of agriculture 
have issued a warning to commercial 
and other growers of mushrooms to re- 
gard with suspicion any abnormal mush- 
rooms which appear in their beds. It 
seems that occasionally sporadic forms 
appear in mushroom beds, persist for a 
day or two, and then disappear. These 
are generally manure-inhabiting spenos 
and may ba observed shortly after the 
beds have been 
cased. 
In the in 
stances cited, however, these fungi an 
peared in considerable numbers at the 
time the eidible Agaricnis campestris 
should have been ready foh the market, 
and the dealer supposed it \v/as prob- 
ably a "new brown variety and tried it 
in his own family. As a result, five per- 
sons •were rendered absolutely help- 
less and were saved after several hoiirs 
only through the as-sistance of a sec- 
ond ph.vsician who had had experience 
with thig type of poisoning. 


In the opinion of the department, thi' 
case is peculiarly significant and dem- 
onstrates that the grower must be abh 
to distinguish Agariouft campestris from 
any of the' wild forms of mushroom« 
that may appear^inthe beds. Under the 
circumstances, the department strongly 
urges every 
grower to< make himself 
thoroughly familiar With the cultivated 
species,

specie-s, are contained

Canada's Fishmonger-G-en- 
eral is Term Applied to 
Him-in England. 


London, March 
28.— (Correspondence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—"Canada's 
Fishmonger 
General'' is the title 
of 
Major Hughie Green, who has arrived 
in England on a special mission from 
Major General Sir Sam Hughes, the 
Canadian minister of militia, to organ- 
ize the entire fish supply of the Cana- 
dian troops. 
The appointment is sr.id 
to be -without precedent in the histoj v 
of warfare and the introduction of the 
fish ration to the Canadian troops is 
expected to improve the health pf the 
men, save the Dominion thousands of 
dollars each week and revolutionize the 
fish industry of Canada. 


Major Green is said to have inter- 
Tiewed the Dominion authorities with a 
frozen fish under each arm. He had 
brought the llsh tw^o thousand miles, so 
the story is told here, and so impressed 
the Canadian officials that they lost no 
time in laying the plans for carrying 
out his scheme. 


Green, who is but twenty-eight years- 
old, has caught fish nearly all his life 
in the \»iiter3 of the (¡reat Lakes. Hv' 
arrived here witli forty tons and bo- 
fore leaving organized the business so 
that the same amount will arrive oach 
week, all ready for cooking. 
Much of 
the fish will come from Canadian waters 
of the Great Lakes and consist of sal- 
mon, lialibut, soles, cod, smoked had- 
dock, white fish and herrings. 


Major' Cireen has engaged many In- 
dians in the smaller northern Canadian 
Jakes to assist in the catching of suf- 
ficient fish to keep the Canadian troops 
in England and on the continent well 
supplied for the duration of tlie war.

shrapnel. 
They are of steel and painted 
gray. 
In appearance they resemble an 
inverted bowl and arc far from 
orna- 
mental. 
They afford protection to the 
neck and ears as well as the head. 


A 
British 
correspondent 
testifies 
to 
their efficiency in reducing casualties as 
proven in the recent stitF fighting for 
the 
recover}' 
of 
the 
"international 
trench" 
north 
of 
the 
Ypres-Cominej 
canal. 


"I saw eight dented or pierced 
hel- 
mets today,"' he writes, "the wearers of 
which 
suffered no 
worse 
injury 
than 
slight scalp wounds, and some escaped 
entirely. 
Ail 
would 
have 
been 
killed 
had they worn an ordinary khaki cap. 
One helmet had been dente<l eight times 
by falling shrapnel, w h i l e a jagged two- 
inch hole marked the entry of a shell 
fragment which caused a flesh wound.

States still continues to find money to

famous diamo'nd cutters of, Amsterdam. 
The position in the "brilliants" branch 
of this industry has considerably im- 
proved /in récent months owing to the 
increasmg demand from America, 
al- 
though the "rose cut" diamond trade is 
almost deaid, owing to the cessation ci" 
orders from the Balkan states, where, 
before the war, a regular ' demand ex- 
isted for stones cut in what is called 
the 'old fashioned' way. 


The Amsterdam diamond trade has al- 
ways been closely connected with th»i 
world's wars. 
It owes its origin to a 
war, having been transferred here after 
the capture of Antwerp by the Spiiii- 
iards as far back as 1585, and sincq 
then no big political crisis has ever oe-. 
curred but the diamond trade has imme- 
diately felt the consequences. 
When the 
present war broke out, practically all 
of Amsterdam's 
seventy diamond-cut- 
ting 
establishments, 
with 
their 
8,000 
wheels, were closed down. 
But during 
the past year the unemployment 
figure 
has gradually dwindled from 8,000 of 
about 10,000 workers to 3,900 in Decem- 
ber, which total has since fallen further 
to about 3,000.

!At the end of. March there' 
were Jiiiore than 40,000 emplo.yers^ listed. 
Details of tlie March report Avill not 
be coniplieted for several'days. 


The law has been put into, operation 
in a way that has fully demonstrated 
its pi-acticability and the fact that it is 
a wonderful benefit to both emplo.yej- 
and cmplo.yed. 
It has already proven 
itself one of the popular 
progi'essive 
steps of the present administration.

has effectively removed the necessity of 
courts and the payment of lawyers and 
cost fees in the adjustment of claims.

Washington, D. C., April 7.—-The Seeil 
laboratory of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has recently made 
gcrminatiori tests »of seed oats from the 
states of Indiana, Iowa arid Kansas. 
These should Vepresent a ,fair average of 
the seed that will be sowed this spring, 
as the gfeed came from farmers in re- 
sponse to requests for samples of the 
oats thev are goijig to sow themselves. 


The average germination was lowest 
for Indiana and highest for Iowa. 
Of 
the 2,000 samples tested from the three 
states, 268, or over 9 per cent, germin* 
ated less than 75 per cent., 122 samples, 
or over four per cent., germinated less 
than 50 per cent., and 54 samples, or 
nearly 2 per cent., germinated less than 
25 per cent. 
This shows that much of 
the seed oats intended to be used this 
spring germinates poorly and that ger- 
mination tests should be made in all 
cases before soM'ing. 


At the sanM? time that the above test.s 
were made 576 samples taken from car 
lots of commercial oats were tested, the 
average germination being 78 per cent 
This shows that where commercial oa,t8 
must be depended on for a seed sup- 
ply, it is even more important to test 
the seed; for germination than 
when 
local supplies are relied on.

ANARCHIST PLOT TO 


SLAY MANY RULERS 


FOUNDAT CHICAGO 


Chicago, April 7.—Existence of an international anarchistic plot 


to assassinate all rulers of Europe has been discovered here accord- 
ing to a formal statement issued today by Maclay Hoyne, states at- 
torney of Cook county. 


The alleged plot was unearthed by the state's attorney's men 


while investigating the activities of Jean Crones, suspected poisoner 
of the guests at the banquet in honor of Archbishop Mundelein a few 
weeks ago. 


The state's attorney said that a list of the proposed assassina- 


tions was headed by the czar of Russia and that Emperor William 
was second on the list. 


According to the information which reached the state's attorney 


the plot was known to anarchists in various cities in America as well 
as in Europe. Ohe man from each city was believed to have been 
delegated to do the work of assassination. 


Mr. Hoyne said that a written statement had been made to him 


by an anarchist baring the details of the alleged plot. 


Officials said the headquarters of the band of conspirators was 


in the down town district and that there were branches in other cities. 
According to Mr. Hoyne "s information the Mundelhein banquet pois- 
oning was planned by the group which sought the death of the Euro- 
seeking to confirm the statements. 


The states attorney refused to divulge the identity of the man 


who revealed the alleged plot and said that his investigators vere 
seeking to confirm the statement.

Step by step the Gospel can be 


traced, spreading itself, but "begin- 
ning at Jerusalem." 
Paul's conver- 


sion Is oae of the greatest evidences 
of Christianity. The two miracles of 
today's lesson are additional evidence 
that it is of God. 


I. At Lydda (vs. 32-35). Caligula, 


emperor- of Rome in A. D. 39. ordered 
his statue to be erected in Jerusalem 
that he might be worshiped as a god 
there as elsewhere. 
The excitement 


and conflict which arose in opposition 
to this sacrilege lasted for two years, 
during which time Christian persecu- 
tions ceased. 
Following Saul's visit 


at Jerusalem, and during this time of 
quiet, Peter made this tour of visita- 
tion. Lydda (modern Ludd) is about 
twenty-five miles northwest of Jeru- 
salem. Here dwelt certain saints (v. 
32) literally "holy ones," converted 
disciples of Christ, not ones of spe- 
cial "honor, for all who are members 
of the body of Christ, are "saints'1 


(Phil. 1:1). Here also dwelt Aeneas, 
"a certain man," possibly not a believ- 
er, but having great need (v. 26:3:2; 
10:1, 14:8; 9:10), and of years stand 
Ing (T. S3). Notice Luke, the physi- 
cian's careful record. Peter must have 
seen many such, yet this man is one 
Peter "found": he was evidently look- 
Ing for him. Peter's pity was not sen- 
timental but practical and his words 
powerful, for back of them was the 
Living and 
Powerful 
Christ. 
He 


knew who could work a cure. The 
long weariness is to be relieved. Yet 
those days of illness gave time for 
meditation and probably prepared the 


, man's heart to respond in faith to 


Peter's words. Peter does not attract 
attention to himself, but rather to 
Jesus. His was but to be the instru- 
ment of the cure. The healing was a. 
means to an end, for when those who 
dwelt in Lydda and Sharon (v. 35) 
huircl of the miracle, or saw this 
hoaied man, it was to them a demon- 
' Btrclion of the power of the risen 
Christ, and they "turned to the Lord" 
(v. 35). There is ro comparing Peter 


_ with modern "hnalers." Peter's werds 


and actions were a living demonstra- 
tion, not for profit, of the power o( 
Jesus in his life and testimony. 


II. At Joppa (vs. ,'!6::43). Joppa

The work of ilii' republican stale' convention, both ;is In platform 


and as to nominees, will doubtless be I'or tbe most purl highly satis- 
factory to voters of that political faith. The interveiilinu of the stale- 
wide primary law had, of course, robbed the gatlm-int; of much of the 
interest hold by previous state conventions for the reason that the 
voters themselves had'already settled things as regards some of the 
more important offices about which feverish heal ra<:ed in former 
years. The governorship place was settled absolutely and the sen- 
atorships practically so. ilr. New bail a clear plurality j'or the place 
he, sought, and the success of tin: party loaders in <|uelliiig other as- 
pirants who I'or a time, threatened to contest the second nomination 
with Mr. Watson conduced infinitely to harmony and averted a light 
that would have been a strenuous affair. 
It was noteworthy, too. that 


Sir. Watson was manifestly a favorite with the delegates, who gave 
him in convention a much more tremendous ovation than Iho rank 
and file of his parly accorded him at the polls.

Fishmonger General" is' the title

Major Hughie Green, who has arrive..! 
in England on a special mission from 
Major Cleneral Sir Sam Hughes, the 
Canadian, minister ;-of militia, to organ- 
ize the entire fish supply, of the Cana- 
dian troops. 
The appointment is said 


to be without.precedent in'the hiatnn 
of warfare and the introduction of the 
fish ration to the Canadian troops ii 
expected to improve the health of the 
men. save the Dominion thousands of 
dollars each week and revolutionize the 
fish industry of Canada. 


Major Green is said to have inter- 


viewed the Dominion authorities with a 
frozen fish under, each, arm. 
He had 


brought, .the iish two thousand miles, so 
the story .is told here, and so impress^;! 
the Canadian officials that they lost iu 
time in laying the plans for"'carryiug 
out his scheme. 


Green, who is but, twentv-eiglit years 


old, has"caught fish nearly all his life 
in tl«e waters of the Great Lakes. 
He 


arrived'hero with-forty, tons and be- 
fore leading organized the business so 
that the same amount will arrive each 
week, all ready for cooking. Mudi of 
the fish'will come from Canadian waters 
of the Great Lakes and consist of sal- 
mon, 
halibut, soles, cod. smoked hod- 


dock, white fish and herrings. 


Major Green has engaged, many In 


dians in the smaller northern Canadiai 
lakes to assist in the .catching of suf 
(icicnt fish to keep the Canadian troop 
in England nnd on the continent wel 
supplied for the duration of tlie war.

states of Indiana. Iowa and Kansas. 
These should represent a fair average of 
the seed that will he s-owcd this spring, 
a^ the s«ppd came fruin farmers in re- 
sponse 10 requests for samnles of the 
oats thev are going to sow themselves. 


The average germination was lowest 


for Indiana and highest for Iowa. Of 
the 2.(inn samples tested from the three 
states. 20S, or over 9 per cent, germin- 
ated less than 70 per cent., 122 samples, 
or over four per cent., germinated less 
than ."ifl per cent., and 54 samples, or 
nearly 2 per cent., germinated less than 
2."> per cent. 
Thi» shows that much of 


the seed oat= intended to be used this 
spring germinates poorly and that ger- 
mination tests should be made in all 
cases before pmving. 


At the san*" time that the above tests 


were made "iti Maniples taken from car 
hits of commercial oats were tested, the 
average germination heing 7S per cent. 
This shows that where commercial oats 
must he depended on for n need sup- 
ply, 
it is even more important to te.st 


the seed for germination than when 
locnl supplies are relied on.
